Both of these towns as well as East Chi- 
cago were in total darkness owing to the 
demolition of the Hammond Illuminating 
company’s plant by lightning. 


Many Buildings Are Wrecked. 

In addition to the store buildings destroyed 
at Indiana Harbor, six others are reported 
to have been almost totally destroyed and 
thirty-two unroofed. 

The new South Bay hotel was partly 
wrecked, and three or four brick stores 
razed by the wind. Telegraph wires are 
gown in all directions, and the railroad 
tracks are blocked with débris. The Penn- 
sylvania tower at Indiana Harbor and the 
Pennsylvania railroad crossing was 
wrecked, the tower man being badly hurt. 
Several passenger trains on the Pennsyl- 
vania were blocked, and on several other 
roads all traffic was tied up for hours. 


Lightning Fires Big Plant. 
Lightning struck the plant of the Republic 
Iron and Steel company at East Chicago 
and started a fire which caused $1,000 dam- 
age. Owing to the severity of the storm and 
the quantity of water in the streets the fire 
department was greatly hampered in its

DOES NOT PREACH MURDER, 


Says Slaying of Monarchs Is Matter 
for Individual Judgment. 


New York, March 24.—[Special.}—When 
John Turner, the English anarchist, whose 
proposed deportation is to be argued before 
the United States Supgeme court on April 4, 
was asked at an anarchist meeting at Cooper 
union this evening the plain, direct query, 
whether he believed the assassination of 
rulers had a tendency to promote the cause 
of anarchy, he confessed he did not care to 
give an answer to the question. He consid- 
ered it a problem which must be left to the 
judgment of individual anarchists. 

But on this he is clear: That you should 
not “advocate assassination’ and sit back 
in safety while urging another on. 

Turner made a mild address. But at the 
close the chairman announced that questions 


might be asked. 
Noncommittal as to Good of Murder. 


The question as to the advantages of mur- 
der came about fourth or fifth. Turner read 
it out loudly and distinctly. 

‘Is assassination of rulers an advantage 
to the of anarchism?” 

“That,” he continued after a moment's 


intefval of time must elapse. 

“I confess I do not care to answer the ques- 
tion. It would be necessary to take all the 
cases of history and consider them in a broad, 
philosophical spirit in afl their details and 
bearings, and that I am not at present pre- 
pared todo.

Berlin Report That the Bayan 
Was Destroyed on“March 
16 Declared Untrue. 


JAPS REMAIN IN COREA. 
Gen. Pflug Telegraphs That Re- 
‘cent Stories of Land Battles 
Are Inventions. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 24.—It is of- 
cially denied that the Russian . armored 
cruiser Bayan was blown up by a floating 
torpedo in the harbor of Port Arthur Marca 
16, at the time a Russian torpedo boat was 
said to have been sunk owing to colliding 
with a mine. The story originated at Berlin. 

Maj. Gen. Pflug telegraphs from Mukden 
under today’s date as follows: 

“There is absolutely no truth in the re- 
port published in England to the effect that 
the Japanese have crossed the Tatung pass, 
or that they have had engagements with the 
Russians, while the statement that the way 
to Motieff pass (Motienling pass?), where 
a strong Russian detachment is alleged to be 
stationed, is open to the Japanese is also 
pure invention. 

‘To the same category belong the reports 
published in London newspapers from Jap- 
anese sources of an. engagement alleged to 
have taken place at Port Arthur March 19 
(March 187), and of the encounter at Chyong- 
syolm, on the Yalu river, in which the Rus- 
sians were reported to have lost 600 men 
killed or wounded.” 


Kouropatkin’s Plans Outlined. 

When Gen. Kouropatkin reaches Mukden 
it is understood that the emperor's forces at 
the theater of war will be divided into three 
armies—one on the peninsula, including the 
Port Arthur garrison, under Gen. Stoessel, 
military commander at Port Arthur; a‘ cen- 
tral army under Gen. Linevitch. and a north- 
ern army under Gen. Baron Stackelberg. 
Any idea that Gen. Kouropatkin's arrival 
will be signalized by aggressive tactics is 
discouraged in the highest military circles, 
where attention is called to the general's 
repeated injunctions — patience, patience, 
patience. 

** We can afford to wait, whether or not th 
Japanese can,’’ is the sentiment among the 
believers in Gen. Kouropatkin. He expects 
to force the Japanese to fight him on grounds 
of his own choosing.

died at his home in London today at the age 


of 72. He had been a sufferer from partial 
paralysis and for the last three years of his 
life was blind. He continued his literary and 
journalistic labors up to within a short time 
before his death. ‘He was a warm partisan of 
Japan in the latter’s war with Russie, and 
his last writing was on far eastern affairs. 

Sir Edwin was not taken seriously ill until 
last week. Early this morning he had a re- 
lapse, from which he did not rally, and died 
peacefully at 10:30. The funeral will take- 
place March 28 The body will be-cremated 
at Woking: | . 

His Literary Fame. 

Sir Edwin Arnold’s literary fame does not 
rest upon his “Light of Asia,'’ althopgh it ts 
with that epic poem that his name is most 
readily associated. He had won a place in 
the literary world before his pen produced 
the “Light of Asia’ in 1879, and his work 
after that year was notable enough to give 

Mr. Arnold was one of the editors of the 
London Telegraph almost continuously from 
1861 until within a few daye before his death. 
It was Arnold, with the New York Herald, 
who sent Henry M. Stanley to Africa to com- 
plete the discoveries made by. Livingston. 
He sent George Smith on that wonderful tour 
of discovery through Assyria. As an ed- 
itorial writer’ he was famous in London's 
journalistic circles for his intimate knowl- 


| edge of eastern polities, 


‘But it was as a poet, not a journalist, that 
Sir Edwin Arnold. was known to the world. 
His verses. possessed all the vivid oriental 
coloring of a warm hearted imagination. 


Sketch of His Career... 

In taking a brief glance at the career of 
Sir. Edwin Arnold, he. must be considered 
first as a scholar, then as a critic, poet, a 
journalist, and an orientalist. He was born 
on June 10,°1882, and educated first at the 
King’s school at Rochester and King’s col- 
lege at London, where he was elected to a 
scholarship at University college, Oxford. 

In 1852, while at Oxford, he won the Newdi- 
gate prize for his. English poem on the 
“ Meast of Belshazzar.’’ He graduated in 
1854. -He was appointed principal of the 
British Sanskrit college at Poona, India, and 
fellow of the University of Bombay, holding 
these offices through the mutiny, and re- 
signed in 1861. 


His Earlier Verses. 

In his five years’ residence in India Arnold 
made a thorough study of Hindustan litera- 
ture and history. During those years, too, 
he found time to write “‘ Griselda, a Drama,” 
and “ Poems, Narrative and Lyrical,” be- 
sides a number of other works. . 

Returning to England in 1861, Mr. Arnold 
became a member of the editorial staff of 
the London Daily Telegraph, a position he 
held until his death. For his interest in ex- 
ploration in Africa and excavation in Assyria 
he was made a Fellow of the Royal Asiatic 
and the Royal Geographical Society of Lon- 
don. 

In 1875 Sir Edwin Arnold began the publica- 
tion. of that series of poems, lyric and epic, 
that Won him enduring place in English lit- 
erature. In that year he gave to the world 
“The Indian Song of Songs.’ In 1877 he 
was knighted by Queen Victoria as a“ Com- 
panion of the Stgr of India.” . 


Publishes “Light of Asia.” 

In 1879 Mr. Arnold published “ The Light 
of Asia,”” an epic poem upon the life and 
teachings of Buddha. It became famous al- 
most in a day. Since then it has passed 
through sixty editions in England and eighty 
in the United States. Probably no poem of 
the century wae re by so many people. 
For this work, which ‘made Arnotd as fa- 
mous in the orient asin the occident, the King 
of Siam decorated him with the “ Order of 
the White Elephant,’ the forerunner of a 
jong list of orlental decorations to follow. 

In 1881 Sir Edwin Arnold published a vol- 
ume of oriental verse under the title “ In- 
dian Poetry,” and in the year following he 
printed translations from the Sanskrit epic 
of thé Mahabh4rata. 

In 1888 he won additional praise from the 
critics by his “‘ Pearls of the Faith; or, Is 
lam’s Rosary; being the ninety-ninth beauti- 
ful names of Allah, with comments In versé.”’ 
For this work Sir Edwin, who had already 
received the Imperial Order of the Medjidieh 
from the sultan of Turkey, was given the 
Imperial Order of Osmanie. , 

In 1888 Sir Edwin Arnold was created a 
knight commander of the Indian empire by 
Queen Victoria, and in the same year he pub- 
lished ‘‘ With Sa’di in the Garden; or, The 


Book of Love,”’ a poem founded on the third | 


chapter of the Bdst&n of the Persian poet 
Sa'di. For this he was decorated by the shah 
of Persta with the Order of the Lion and the 


Sun. 
His Later Works. 


In recent years Sir Edwin published “ The 
Light of the Wond,’’ *‘ The Tenth Nurse,” 
Potiphar’s Wife and Other Poems two 
books of travels, ‘“‘India Revisited"’ and 
Seas and Lands,” as well as Japonica,” a 
work on Japanese manners and customs, 
and Adzuma.”’ a Japanese tragedy. 

In the closing. years of his life Sir Edwin 
Arnold's interest seemed to be transferred 


from Persia and India to Japan. He wasa 


friend of the mikado, and the latter in recog- 
nition of his genius bestowed upon him the 
Order of the Rising Sun. It was during his 
stay in Japan that Sir Edwin married Tama 
Kurakawa, a Japanese woman, who after- 
wards became a social favorite in London.

ARGUES FOR’ THE PETITION. 


Clayton E. Bonney Defends Referen- 
dum List Before the Board of 
Blection Commissioners. 


Clayten HB. Bonney, attorney for the Ref- 

erendum league petitioners, yesterday filed 
a brief with the board of election commis- 
sioners.. It says in part: 
If the election board holds that 130,000 voters 
must affirmatively establish their right of petition 
upon the objections of any five objectors, the 
public policy act and the constitutional right of 
the people to petition their government may as 
well be abondoned. 

Mr. Bonney disposes of the objectors’ asser- 
tion that the coming election is not a gen- 
eral one by quoting from the cities and vil- 
lages act. requiring a.general election in cities 
organized as is Chicago each April. 

To the objection that 77,449 out of 131,906 
signatures were not those of registered voters 
Mr. Bonney replied: 

The evidence offered by objectors does not even 
reach the standard of secondary evidence and 
would not be admissible in any court. It is indirect, *

No policemen will be punished as the re- 
sult of the “ Piper report,”” The City club 
has re to’the mayor it will he 
ble to bring Capt. Piper here for | 
pose of testifying against the accused men 
and, furthermore, does not believe such 
prosecutions should be had, as only a small 
part of the force is included in the investi- 
gation, and if one is punished all guilty 
ones should be. . 

The letter, which was in answer to the one 
from the mayor asking for the testimony 
against the policemen Capt. Piper had ac- 
cused, in part said: 

The directors are of the opinion that the prosecu- 
tion of the charges #yggested might tend to divert 
attention from the real purpose of the City club, 
which®was the investigation and improvement of 
the discipline and administration of the police 
department as @ branch of our municipal govern- 
ment and not the discovery and punishment of 
specific derelictions of duty by individual police- 
men. 

The purpose of mentioning these derelictions in 
the report was to show the character and s of 
the investigation, and the actual conditions found 
to exiet. If such offenses persist, under efficient 
administration and proper discipline, they can 
easily be detected and punished. 

Leaves Out “Soft Snap’’ Men. 

Chief O'Neill explained yesterday three 
men at least had failed of promotion be- 
cause of their activity and that of their 
friends in trying’ to get soft berths for them. 

“They had such a horror of wearing uni- 
forms I thought it would be a shame to make 
patrol sergeants out of them; they would 
have to wear blue clothes and brase but- 
tons,” said the chief. 

The chief's action in overlooking the “ soft 
snap men” is in line with that of the cap- 
tains who had charge of the last examina- 
tion for sergeants. In marking the papers 
they gave the men who actually do patrol 
duty 100 for experience and-marked the mes- 
sengers, special officers, and other holders 
of “easy” positions only 70.

Justice Field on the Supreme bench of the 
United States. He also filed twenty-four 
letters, mostly of Florida attorneys, written 
in February, 1899, recommending his ap- 
pointment to the positicn of circuit judge of 
the Fifth circuit. 

Judge Swayne said he never was a regis- 
tered voter, nor had he paid any taxes, in 
Florida. He said he had spent his summers 
mostly in Delaware, but had understood 
that the summer months were the proper 
time for his vacation. His recollection was, 
he said, that no one ever had been injured 
because of his absence from Florida, and 
that the business of his court had not suf- 
fered. 

Judge Swayne, in commenting upon the 
proceedings against him, said they were due 
to the malice of O’Neal and the intense 
political feeling engendered at that period.

HOUSE AGAIN CHECKS INQUIRY. 


Williams Taunts Republicans for Fail- 
ing to Investigate Postoffice Depart- 
ment—Indian Bill Is Passed. 


.Washington, D. C., March 24.—The house 
of representatives again put itself on record 
today against any investigation of the post- 
office department. Eight pages of the post- 
office appropriation bill were disposed of. 

The question of an investigation of the 
department was brought up by Mr. Williams, 
the minority leader, who proposed an amend- 
ment providing for a select committee of 
five members of the house and three sena- 
tors to make a complete investigation into 
the alleged frauds in that department. He 
taunted the republicans for their failure to 
order an investigation, and said the party 
was opposed to it. 

The chair sustained a point of order by Mr. 
Overstreet against the amendment, and 
when Mr. Williams appealed, the chair was 
sustained, 133 to 99. The chair sustained 
a point of order by Mr. Mann {Ill.} against 
the prohibition in the bill that rural carriers 
after July 1, 1004, shall not solicit business 
or receive orders of any kind during their 
hours of employment, nor carry any mer- 
chandise for hire. 

Mr. Overstreet made a point of order, 
which was sustained, against that part of 
the paragraph providing that after July 1, 
1904, rural carriers shall receive a salary 
not exceeding $720 per annum. This leaves 
the salaries at $600 per year, as now. 

The senate today passed the Indian ap- 
propriation bill.

THREE CENT—Purple, portrait of James Mon- 
roe, special ambassador to France, who, with Liv- 
ingston, closed the negotiations for the purchase. 

FIVE CENT—Blue, portrait of William McKin- 
ley, who, as president, approved the act of con- 
gress officially connecting the United States with 
the exposition. 

TEN CENT—Brown, bearing a United States map 
showing the territory of the purchase. :

THE CONSUMER SUFFERS. 

The department of commerce and labor 
has begun its investigation into the differ- 
@nce between the price of dressed beef and 
Sat of cattle on the hoof. The inquiry was 
Bet on foot at the instance of the ranchmen, 
Who say that they get much less for their 
live stock than they did a year ago, but 
that the price of dressed meat has not de- 
ined as it should have done. The infer- 
ence they draw is that the packers, com- 
monly, known as the beef trust, are making 

The trust is meeting the complaint of the 
cattle men and the departmental investiga- 
tion in, the way which might be expected. 
It is not paying more for cattle on the hoof, 
but is‘raising the price of dressed meat, and 
thus sqlitezing a larger profit out of the 
Consumer. If this is to be the only result 
of the, war on the trust the consumer will 
Mien lieartily that the war had not been 

An advance in the price of dressed meat 
gt Philadelphia has been followed by ap 
advance in New York of from \% to % a cent 
® pound, according to quality. The retail 
Butchers cannot get beef or mutton in suffi- 
Gent quantities except from th- trust, and 
Bre forced to charge their customers more. 

There is no scarcity of meat. The store- 
houses of the trust at the east and in the 
west are full of fresh beef and mutton. The 
Only explanation given for the ‘advance by 


i the packers is that they have been carrying 


on a little war among themselves which

and meat has gone up as a consequence. 
Consumers who had noticed no reckless 
slashing of prices and low meat bills will 
scoff at the explanation. 

The beef trust resents an investigation, 
and shows it by adding'to the burdens of 
the consumer. It needs to be given a more 
‘powerful medicine than an inquiry by the 
department of commerce and labor is likely 
to be. The trust was enjoined several 
months ago by Judge Grosscup. If the 
packers have in any way violated the injune- 
tion they should be called to account by him. 


LORIMER NONPARTISANSHIP. 
Mr. Lorimer has long since recovered 
from that early attack of callow youthful 
enthusiasm when he played politics for the 
love of the game. Or, at any rate, his love 
is no longer platonic. The Lorimer of the 
firm of Lorimer & Gallagher is a mature, 
practical business man with a thoroughly 
disillusionized appreciation of the economic 
basis of life. His philosophy now is to take 
no chances—except the main one. 
It is to this philosophy that we are in- 
debted for the nonpartisan organization of 


' the drainage board. Was there ever seen 


in the history of Chicago or of any other 
American city a board in which the trivial 
distinction between republican and demo- 
erat was more completely submerged in the 
recognition of common interests? 


Smyth,.Webb, and Wenter are democrats. 
Carter, Braden, Cloidt, and Baker are -re- 
publicans. Last year Jones, a democrat, 
was elected by the board to the position of 
president. This year the election went to 
Carter, a republican. There had been no 
intervening change in personnel. The board 
which elected President Carter was exactly 
the same board which had elected President 
Jones. This beautiful exhibition of non- 
partisan ideals touched the public. And in 
a vital spot.

The firm of Lorimer & Gallagher has now 
offered to do some additional work for. an 
additional remuneration. Engineer Isham 
Randolph says that this change in the orig- 
inal terms of the contract will be of great 
advantage to the people of the sanitary dis- 
trict. His statement deserves credit until 
it is disproved. 

But suppose that some day there should 
be independent instead of concerted bids 
for the important drainage board contracts. 
Suppose that contracts should be awarded 
to firms which, unlike the Great Lakes 
Dredging company and the Lorimer & Gal- 
lagher company, are not connected by close 
political ties with the members of the board. 
Wouldn’t Mr. Randolph, as an honest man, 
rejoice in his release from whipsaw, both- 
ends-against-the-middle nonpartisanship ? 


NO LIABILITY ON PASSES. 

The federal Supreme court has reaffirmed 
the decision handed down last month that 
passengers accepting passes from railroads 
cannot recover damages in case of accident. 
The sécond decision goes farther than the 
first one, because it holds that there can be 
no recovery even though the passenger be 
ignorant of the notice printed on the back 
of the pass that the company will not be re- 
sponsible in case-of an accident. | 

In the suit just decided the person in- 
jured was a woman. Quite possibly she did 
not know what was on the back of the pass. 
But she knew she was riding on a pass, and, 
“ accepting this privilege, she was bound to 
know the conditions thereof. A carrier {s 
not bound any more than any other owner 
of property who grants a privilege, to hunt 
the party to whom the privilege is given and 
see that all the conditions attached to it are 
made known.” No plea of ignorance of the 
conditions of a pass will be of-any avail 
henceforth. 

If the Supreme court were to hand down 
a decision of this kind once a week, in all 
probability there would be no falling off in 
the demand for free transportation. A pass 
beggar would reckon that only one passen- 
ger out of every one hundred thousand is 
killed or injured and decline to be scared off. 
But the man who accepts a pass certainly 
ought to hedge. He ought to take out an 
accident insurance policy, so that if he prove 
to be the one hundred thousandth man he 
may have some compensation for his in- 
juries. 

By the way, do the passes which railroad 
officials give to United States senators and 
| other high functionaries have the customary 
provision about no liability in case of acci- 
dent or is it omitted out of respect for their 
feelings? 


RIGHTS OF THE “NATURAL PERSON.” 

The Supreme court has decided that a 
corporation, which is an “ artificia] person,” 
cannot acquire a majority of the stock of 
competing railroads and control them. 
That disposes of the “ holding company ” 
as a device for doing away with competi- 
tion in interstate commerce. The court has 
not decided that a “natural person,” or 
what Mr.. Bryan used to call a “ God made 
man,” cannot acquire and retain the con- 
trol of parallel and competing roads, and 
it is plain that the court as at present con- 
stituted will not so decide. 

Justice Brewer is one of the five who 
held the Northern Securities merger to be 
illegal, but he does not concur in all respects 
with the conclusions of his four associates. 
He says in his opinion that if Mr. James J. 
Hill were the owner of a majority of the 
stock of the Great Northern railroad com- 
pany, “ he could not by any act of congress 
be deprived of the right of investing his 
surplus means in the purchase of stock of 
the Northern Pacific railway company, al 
though such purchase might tend to vest in 
him through that ownership a control over 
both companies.” The general language of 
the anti-trust act, says Justice Brewer, “ ig 
limited by the power which the individual] 
has to manage his own property and to de. 
termine the place and manner of its invest. 
ment.”

THE MUELLER BILL. 
[From the Chicago Evening Journal.] 

The most important proposition which will 
come before the voters at the spring election 
will be the question of the adoption of the 
Mueller bill. 

At the price of much time and much labor 
the citizens of Chicago secured this enabling 
act from the legislature. It does not become 
a law in any municipality until adopted by 
the voters at a general election. It will be 
before the voters of Chicago April 5. The 
citizens will not be committing themselves 
to municipal ownership this year or next by 
voting to adopt this law. The adoption will 
simply give the municipality the ability to 
bring about municipal ownership if at some 
future date the voters should desire public 
ownership. It is an enabling act—one which 
will give the city more power while taking 
away none of the existing rights of the mu- 
nicipality. It will give the city a club over 
the traction companies. While giving the 
city a way to own the street car companies, 
the Mueller law carefully safeguards every 
step of the actual municipal ownership prob- 
lem. Having secured the law, a community 
cannot go into the street railway business 
without first carrying the actual municipal 
ownership proposition, and later carrying a 
traction bond issue by a substantial majority. 
Vote for the Mueller bill! It is the biggest 
proposition that the voter will find on:his bal- 
lot. Do not overlook it! 


SELF-LIMITATIONS OF DISEASES. 

Dr. James B. Herrick will speak at the 
School of Domestic Arts and Science Mon- 
day morning on a subject of great impor- 
tance to all women upon whom the welfare 
of others devolves. The self-limitations of 
certain diseases is a professional way of 
saying the natural courses which certain 
diseases must run. The importance of this 
is not in the actual medical knowledge im- 
parted as in the understanding obtained of 
the development which must be expected 
when pneumonia, or typhoid fever, or sev- 
eral other diseases are once started. Such 
an understanding will enable the house 
mother to recognize serious symptoms and 
to learn to ask the question: “Is the con- 
dition good or bad for this stage of the ill. 
ness,” instead of “Is he better today than 
he was yesterday?’ An understanding would 
thus be established between physician and 
family that would do away with much un- 
necessary questioning &nd fear and would 
be invaluable to the patient. 

Certainly women should avail themselves 
of this opportunity to learn these things 
when they are not under the terrible stress 
of anxiety, and should respond cordially 
to this effort to establish intelligent co- 
operation with the doctors. 

Typhoid fever cannot be “ broken up” in 
the middie of its course, and neither can 
pneumonia, and oftentimes a simpler treat- 
ment than the one given would be better 
for the patient could he and his family be 
convinced of this and learn to see that the 
natural progress of the disease is not neces- 
sarily a condition for the worse.

She speedily repented of the mistake which 
she had made, returned to her relatives in 
Belgium, and appealed to the vatican for re- 
lease from her marriage vows. The pope del- 
egated the cardinal archbishop of Melines 
to investigate the case, and on the strength of 
the report of the metropolitan of Belgium 
the union was annulled by the vatican under 
conditions which enabled the young woman 
to resume her maiden name. The countess— 
for she is a princess no longer—thereupon 
applied to the Italian courts, and the latter 
have on the same grounds as those which 
actuated the vatican in the affair restored 
her to liberty, the prince being once more a 
bachelor, 


If I call attention to this affair it is be- 
cause Prince Giovanni Del Drago spends 
much of his time in the United States, where 
some confusion has arisen owing to the mat- 
rimonial misforturies of his elder brother 
being wrongly ascribed to him. Both princes 
are the sons of the late Princess Del Drago, 
who was a half-sister of Queen Isabella of 
Spain, that is to say, a daughter of the late 
Queen Christina of Spain by her second hus- 
band, Munoz, whom she raised from the 
ranks of a private in the army to the dignity 
of a captain general, of a minister of state, 
and of a duke of Rianzares. The family of 
Del Drago is one of the patrician houses of 
Rome, was founded in the twelfth century 
by a certain Rudolphe de Dragonibus, and 

as content with the title of Marquis Del 
Deas until the early part of the nineteenth 
century, when it received from the papacy 
the princely coronet. 

Both the Princess Irma Fuerstenberg and 
the duchess of Ratibor, who have recently 
been appointed ‘‘ dames du palais" to the 
German empress, are Austrians by birth, and 
hold identically the same rank and title at 
the court of Vienna. At Vienna this dignity 
is a purely titular one, and it is understood 
that the appointment conferred upon the 
two women in question, as well as on several 
others at the court of Berlin, is also to be 
of an honorary character. This is a new 
departure at Berlin, where the rank of 
“dame du palais,” or “‘ lady of the palace,” 
has hitherto been restricted to the senior and 
chief Df the ladies In actual and constant 
attendance upon either the empress or upon 
one of the princesses of the blood. 

The innovation thus inaugurated by Em- 
peror William bids fair to prove popular and 
to add to the brilliancy of his court, since 
there will be a number of women who have 
hitherto been remiss in their attendance, but 
who will now be anxious to secure the ap- 
pointment of titular “‘dames du palais”’ to 
the German empress, which will become as 
much of a hall mark in Germany as it isin 


.Austria. 


But few, even at Vienna, are aware that the 
office and title of ‘‘ dames du palais’ were 
first instituted by the great Emperor Na- 
poleon with the object of surrounding Em- 
press Josephine with a bevy of brilliant and 
well bred women destined to dispel her 
ennul and to prevent the nonchalant and | 
frivolous creole from giving away too readily 
to every passing whim and _ caprice, 
some of which were far from being imperial] 
in their character. 


The old marquise de Las Marismas, who 


| has just \died at Paris, was in spite of her 


origin—she had been a Miss Jacobs—one of 
the conspicuous figures of the court of the 
Tuileries, a favorite of Empress Eugénie and 
a relative of the Talleyrands, her hus- 
band’s sister, Carmen Aguado, having mar- 
ried Adalbert de Talleyrand, now duke of 
Montmorency, and younger brother of the 
imbecile duke of Talleyrand-Perigord-Sagan 
and of Valencay. The Aguados are of Jew- 
ish origin, and the founder of the family may 
be said to have been Alexander Aguado of 
Seville, who joined the French when they in- 
vaded Spain, and served throughout the pen- 
insular war as aid de camp to the French 
Field Marehal Soult. After Waterloo he es- 
tablished himself as a banker in Paris, mak- 
ing a specialty of Spanish finance and of 
Spanish loans, receiving from the late Queen 
Christina while regent the title of marquis de 
Las Marismas. : 

When the third Napoleon secured the 
French throne, and married Empress Eu- 
génie, the latter at once intrusted all her 
money matters to the banking house of 
Aguado, and, recognizing in ite members 
fellow countrymen, she overwhelmed them 
with every kind of favor and with honorg 
attending eritertainments given at their 
Parisian mansions and country seats, ap- 
pointing Alexander Aguado, husband of the 
woman who has just died, to be her cham- 
berlain and gentleman in waiting, and ne- 
gotiating in person the matrimonial alliance 
between Carmen Aguado and the duke de 
Montmorency. When the empire was 
overthrown the sun of the Aguados likewise 
set, and they have long since ceased to be 
factors of any importance in Parisian life. 


In view of the fact that Asiatic problems 
are those which at the present moment are 
of the most vital and absorbent importance 
to the British government, it is, to say the 
least, unfortunate that with the exception 
of Lord Lansdowne, who was viceroy of In- 
dia for several years, there is not a single 
member of the British foreign office in 
Downing street who is acquainted with any 
eastern languege, or who has lived or served 
in any oriental country. It is now sug- 
gested an Asiatic department should be or- 
ganized at the foreign office, analogous to the 
Asiatic division of the ministry of foreign 
affairs at St. Petersburg, and that some 
diplomat who has served in Persia, such as 
Sir Arthur Hardinge, or some political officer 
of the department of foreign affairs at Cal- 
eutta should be placed in charge thereof. 
An excellent man for the post would be Sir 
Ernest Satow, if he could be spared from 
Pekin, where he is now minister plenipo 
tiary. 

There is no foundation for the story in Lon- 
Gon Truth that King Edward has conferred 
the rank and precedence of royal highness 
upon the children of the duke and duchess 
of Connaught. They enjoy this by right ag 
children of the son of a sovereign. Young 
Prince Arthur's offspring, however, when he 
marries will no longer be entitled to the pred- 
leate of “royal highness,”* which lapses 
after the third generation from the throne,

NOZZE DI FIGARO.

“ Through water to the stars,"”" might have 
been the paraphrased reading of the Latin 
motto the patrons of the opera last night 
could have adopted with all appropriateness. 
For if ever mortals struggled through floods 
to.rgach the place where the stars were 
shining, the music lovers who braved the 
elements to reach the Auditorium last night 
were they. But the stars repaid the trouble, 
for Mr. Conried's constellated bright lights 
shone with even more than customary 
brilliancy, and, grouped as they were in the 
wondrously fair musical firmament the mag- 
ical genius of a Mozart had prepared for 
them, they brought to the assembled com- 
pany forgetfulness of storms and floods, and 
awakened only consciousness of the golden 
sunlight of music and merriment. 

It has been four years since Mozart's 
brightest of operas, the ‘“ Marriage of 
Figaro,”’ was last presented in Chicago, but, 
if the applause and heartiness of the ap- 
proval with which it was received by the 
audience last evening be taken as a guide 
Mr. Conried and Mr. Adams will see to it 
that so long a time is not allowed to elapse 
before it again has place in the repertory of 
our only too brief opera season. Given 
with a cast as competent as was that of last 
evening it should become one of the most 
popular and best paying bills of any en- 
gagement, and, with the “* Magic Flute,” 
might serve to prove that Mozart is not an 
unprofitable proposition in the grand opera 
field. 


How fresh, and neat, and bright it all 
seems! Even the comedy has not faded or 
grown antiquated. The skillful plotting of 
Figaro and Susanna is just as amusing today 
as when it was first written, the scene of 
Cherubino’s escape and the duping of the 
Count stillawakens admiration by the clever- 
ness with which itis arranged, and the whole 
story moves with a briskness and merry 
lightness that keeps interest alert and en- 
joyment keen. As for the music, it is among. 
the finest, the most ingratiating, the most 
spontaneous that loveliest and most lovable 
of classic masters ever penned. The score 
is a veritable succession of gems, each one 
perfect in its way and each complementing 
and enhancing the beauty of the other. The 
“Se vuol ballare,’’ the “ Non piu andare,” 
the Voi che sapete,”’ the “‘ Dove sono,”’ the 
“Deh and that masterpiece of duets, 
the inimitable ‘‘ Letter duet ’’—where in a 
single opera will such an array of melodies 
direct from the fount of purest, highest mu- 
sical inspiration be found. And these are 
but the more strikingly beautiful blooms in 
the wondrous garland of fragrant musical 
blossoms Mozart has woven about this merry 
story of the love of Figaro and Susanna. 

The opera is a masterpiece, and the per- 
formance accorded it last evening was in 
many respects worthy of it. A more ideal 
Susanna than Mme, Sembrich the stage of 
today does not boast; the Countess of Mme. 
Gadski is an impersonation dramatically and 


vacally of many merits; the Figaro of Mr. 


Campanari is second in excellence only to 
the Susanna of Mme. Sembrich; and the 
Count of Mr. Journet and the Cherubino of 
Mme. Seygard are in many ways acceptable. 


With such principals and with that master 
interpreter of Mozart, Felix Mottl, at the 
conductor's desk, a performance of true 
worth is a certainty. Mr. Mottl last even- 
ing again showedl himself a leader who ap- 
preciates and understands all the fineness, 
the merry lightheartédness, the exquisite 
humor, and also the clear characterizing 
dramatic values that are contained in the 
music of Mozart, and heis able to make each 
and all of the qualities patent to the listener. 
The orchestral score last evening was radi- 
ant with beauty, rich in color, and vital 
with spirit and animation as read by him 
and his men. 

Mme. Sembrich was the incarnation of 
happiness, mischievousness, and graceful 
merriment. What an artist this woman is! 
How she enters into every réle she assumes! 
How clearly and finely she 4jifferentiates 
them, and yet what delicacy and elegance 
characterize them all. How spontaneous

Those are some of the principles in which 
his experience at the head of the South Cen- 
tral Improvement association has led Pres- 
ident Edward C. Wentworthto believe. This 
association, organized a year ago, includes 
members living within the territory bounded 
by Sixteenth street on the north, Thirty-firet 
street on the south, Michigan avenue on the 
west, and the lake on the east. 

“We held two or three preliminary 
ings at the Lexington hotel,” saye Mr. Went-

our association. Then, before we had raised 
any before we had a cent in the 
a superintendent at 
$1,000 a year and an office at $20 a month for 
our headquarters. We also hired a few men 


and picking up the papers and other rub- 
bish. 

“ Presently we began to get a few good 
sized contributions. In all $1,500 was raised 
by voluntary contributtons. Then we started 
out solicitors to call at the houses of resi- 
dents and present our contracts for signa- 
ture. These contracts bind the signer to 
pay $1 a month all the year round for every 
twenty-five feet of frontage he may occupy. 
In return we agree to have the street in 
front of his place swept every day, to have 
all the papers and rubbish picked up twice 
a day, and to have the street thoroughly 
washed on one night of each week. 

“There are 175 blocks in our territory, 

and last year we took care of only forty-two 
of them. This year we expect to largely in- 
crease the number. In regard to the cost of 
doing the work we have found— 
“That one man can keep six blocks of 
asphalt pavement perfectly clean, including 
the daily sweeping, the picking up of papers 
and rubbish twice a day, and the weekly 
washing of the streets. In the winter time— 
if the snowfall is as heavy and persistent as 
it was this year—he cannot, of course, re- 
move the snow from the street, but he can 
keep the crossings open and clean, the paper 
and rubbish cleaned up, and the catchbasins 
open and in good working order. And, in 
addition, he can give the street a good clean- 
ing whenever the snow melts. 

‘*We divide our district into subdivisions 
of six blocks each and we send a solicitor to 
call on every resident in each of the six 
blocks. When enough contracts have been 


"signed to guarantee a reguiar income of $50 


a month for the six blocks we put on a man 
and start our work of cleaning the streets 
and keeping them clean. Of course, we do 
not stop soliciting when we have secured §50 


amonth. We would like to have more money, 


so that we could buy teams and take care 
of the aHeyes and garbage properly. But 
that will come in time. We ate young and 
the $50 a month enables us to start work on 
a purely business basis. 
“At present we take care of the dirt which 
is swept up on the streets with wheelbar- 
rows and we make it serve a double purpose. 
There ate in our section, as everywhere 
throughout the city, a considerable number 
of vacant lots. A good many of these lots 
are in bad condition. They are full of big 
holes or are below the grade generally. We 
get permission from the property owners and 
from the city and then we dump the @irt 
swept up from the streets into these holes 
and below grade lots. When we get them 
filled up to grade we level them off and sod 
them over. In this way we get rid of our 
dirt and at the same timie add to the beauty 
of our part of the city. And often we find 
that the owner of the vacant lot which we 
undertake to fil up to grade is gtad to pay 
us a little each month towerds the cost of 
the work.

Amongst the red ones are a few white ones, so they 
are called the red corpuscles and the white cor- 
puscles. The reason that blood looks like a red 
fluid is that to the naked eye the corpuscles are too 
small to be distinguished. The red, shaped like 
-coine, are so small that it takes more than 10,000 
jled one on top of the other to makea pile an inch 
high; the white are a little larger, shaped like 
peas. The egglike fluid nourishes the tissues of the 
body, and carries the digested sugar and fat to the 
brain and muscles for their work. The red cor- 
puscles carry fresh air from the lungs to the tis- 
sues and foul air from the cissues fo the lungs. 
The white corpuscles destroy disease germs and 
heal all injuries like _— ulcers, broken bones.

LESSON NO. 198.~The milk commission. 


N the early pert of April, 1908, at a meet- 
ing of the Children’s. Hospital society 
of Chicago, a report upon the conditions 
in hospitals which cared for children 
showed that the hospitals of Chicago 
were not using a high grade of milk for 
their patients. In the discussion which fol- 
lowed thie report. it was proposed that a 
committee be appointed to investigate the 
conditions of the milk supply, and report 
some plan for obtaining, at least for the 
hospitals, a higher grade of milk at a fair 
rice. From this grew the work of the 
milk commission. 

About this time there was the agitation 
which resulted in the abolishing of the two 
delivery a day systern, and a little later 
it was also decided by_ the milkmen not to 
begin the day's work until 8 o'clock in the 
morning. This meant that the milk of Chi- 
cago, brought in from 9:80 to 10:30 in the 
morning, and placed in the bottles and iced, 
was sent out the following morning at 8 
o'clock. It will be seen, therefore, that the 
morning’s milk so delivered Would be at 
least thirty hours old before it reached the 
first customer, and that the night’s milk, 
which was shipped and in many cases mixed 
with the morning's mi.k, must, at the least 
computation, be fifty hours old before reach- 
ing the first customer. Most of those living 
in the congested districts did not receive 
their milk until It was some heurs older 
than this. In many cases they had no ice, 
and the health department and the phy- 
siclans of Chicago predictéd that there would 
be a terrible infamt mortality during the 
heated term. 


Thousands of infant lives are necessarily 
sacrificed anhually by impure milk. Dr.’ 


thority, states that nearly, if not quite, one- 
half the deaths in cities in this country are 
due to that class of disenses which are known 
to be preventable, chief among these pre- 
ventable diseases, being the diarrheal dis- 
turbances of young children, and the prime 
agent in the producticn of these is impure 
milk. 


Milk is nature’s food for at least the first 
nine months of a child's life, and milk from 
the mother’s breast is the ideal food. When 
that is impossible to the Imfant the best 
fubstitute is cow's milk, properly modified 


and diluted, since the milk from 
cows contains less fat than human 
milk. -When a mother is diseased in 


any way she is at once forbidden to give 
the breagt to the child, and the milkman 
is ordered to bring an extra quart for the 
baby. Is it not as necessary to know the 
source of this food, to know whether this 
foster mother is healthy, is clean, is prop- 
erly fed and housed? The infant cannot 
draw from the udder direct, and it is be- 
tween the udder and the child that most of 
the contamination occurs, 

Bacteria bred and fostered in unclean 
stables, shaken from dirty udders, washed 
from solled hands of the milkers, fall into 
the baby’s milk in the process of milking. 
Cans hastily and improperly cleaned, with 
the sour and practically decayed milk linger- 
ing in the crevices, may next receive it. It 
is hurriedly shipped, tossed and bumped 
for thirty-six to forty-eight hours, perhaps 
six hours longer than this, before it reaches 
your door—tie sole sustenance of your baby, 
whose delicate stomach never was made tu 
cope with dirt and bacteria. Summer com- 


tery—how they make our hearts stand still 
with fright. Not all the milk is like this? 
No, but have the consumers any means of 
knowing which is good and whichis bad? It 
tastes, smelis, looks alike, and yet one may 
bring life and another death. 


The milk commissicn therefore decided 
that its work should be not only the inspec- 
tion of farms, the procuring of a high grade 
milk for the hospitals, but also the prepara- 
tion and distribution of pure milk to sta- 
tions throughout the congested districts, so 
that a mother might obtain an ideal food for 
her child at a small price. 

The board of education gave the milk 
commission the use of the basement of the 
Thomas Hoyne school butiding, corner of 
Cass and Illinois streets, rent free, for its 
laboratory. | 

Through an article published in one of 
our daily papers, Mr. Nathan Strauss of 
New York City, who has labored to the 
ends for which the milk commission strives,

plaint, teething disorders, diarrhea, dysen-— 


heard of the plans of the commission—name- 
ly: that of furnishing to the poor and sick 
a gafe milk for infant feeding. He did much 
by his personal efforts, and by giving the 
services of Dr. Green, who has been at the 
head of the Strauss laboratory for many 
years, and many of our public spirited citi- 
zens went down in their pockets to make 
the plan possible. 

July 7, 1008, the first milk was sent out 
by the mille commissivun to its various dis- 
tributing stations. The milk sold at a penny 
a bottle for the first four formule, and 2 
cents for the whole or ummodified milk. 
The milk was bottled so that each bottle 
contained but one feeding, and in this way 
was free from contamination. The cost to 
a mother for feeding a child was thus from 
6 to 16 cents a day. The commission, during 
the months of July, August, September, Oc- 
tober, and a part of November, distributed 
thus through thirty-ohe stations 222,620 bot- 
tles of this pure, modified, and Pasteurized 
milk. The result was that the death rate 
of infants for that term, instead of being so 
largely increased as had been feared, was 
materially reduced. 


> 

Some amusing and pathetic stories have 
been told by those having charge of the 
milk. At first a great deal of the milk was 
returned because of the yellow stuff’’ on 
top, which was thought to be medicine. 
Never to have seen cream’ before is a volume 
mn itself. One of our great troubles has 
been that the mothers regarded the milk as 
a medicine, to be used in case of disease only, 
and to be dropped just as soon as the baby 
* picked up.” Then the child was fed upon 
scraps from the famiiy table, to be given 
milk again only when the little stomach 
Te and the child was in a desperate 
state. 

It seems to need a great deal of education 
to persuade the average mother that milk 
is the natural food of a baby, and that no 
child should be given solid food until nature 
indicates, by the formation of teeth, that its 
stomach is ready for something else. One 
mother said that her rursing baby seemed 
to crave bologna. It ,was only after much 
persuasion that she consented to give it 
nothing but milk. Some of our weazened 
little folks looked like infants of 4 months 
with the saddened faces of adults of 30 
years or more. Perhaps this child was 1% 
years old; some even 8 years old, stunted 
trom lack of nourishment as well as fresh 
alr, owing to the crowded districts. 


How did we reach them? Mothers’ meet- 
ings, dodgers printed in eight languages— 
German, Lithuanian, Italian, Polish, Yid- 
dish, Norwegian, Bohemian, and English— 
and posters placed in conspicuous places. The 
doctors command, the visiting nurses urge, 
and gradually the demand increases. Not 
only is it the poor and ignorant alone who 
reed education upon the subject of milk. 
The well-to-do and even the wealthy have 
@ vague idea of where the milk given -to 
their children and placed upon their tables 
comes from, what the conditions surround- 
ing its production are, and why one costs 
2% or 3 cents and another 12 cents a quart. 

Women are the natural economizers, and 
without this knowledge with respect to milk 
the housekeeper almost invariably chooses 
the milk which costs ber the least. in the 
last ten years the cost of living has in- 
creased materially. We pay almost as much. 
again for beef and for many of our staple 
articles of food. We have been given rea- 
‘sons, which we have accepted, willingly or 
unwillingly, for this increased price, and 
have submitted; but an increase in the price 
of milk seems to be the last ditch, where 
the housekeeper has taken her stand. She 
must be shown good reasons for paying an 
increased price, or she will take from a 
rival milkman at &@ lower price, from whom 
she asks no questions. The poor mothers 
have willingly paid a higher price than they 
have ever paid, although far below the cost 
cf production, for the sake of: giving the 


baby a safe food. The same process of rea- | 


soning must be gone through with the women 


who can better afford a larger price, in order | 


to make them see that clean milk costs more 
than a dirty and inferior grade. 
The milk commission has been given an 
opportunity to work toward this end by 
- publishing articles upon the milk question 
from time to time under the Domestic Science 
department. It has gladly accepted this op- 
portunity, and will have, on an average, an 
article once a week touching upon the sub- 
ject in this space.

This is the first duty of the nurse of modern 
times. 

There are, however, some ever important 
things to be remembered, the first of which 
is that all the surroundings of a patient shall 
be as cheery and natural as possible. 

The chamber should be an attractive one, 
if it can be so arranged, with plenty of win- 
dows through which the purifying sunshine 
enters during some part of the day. 

If the patient can bear it the shutters of 
these should be kept open. 

Of course, a careful nurse will never allow 
her patient to face a Hght directly, or even 
the dancing flecks of sunshine which come 
through the shutter chinks. 

The air with which an invalid ts to fill his 
lungs hour after hour must be pure and sweet, 
since it is to become a powerful ally in the 
battle with disease. 

It is not enough to ventilate the room 
thoroughly once a day, though that is im- 
portant, but there should bea steady current 
of air passing through, created perhaps by an 
open fireplace and window lowered slightly 
at top, or opened a little both above and be- 
low when there is no chimney. 

A Hittle coffee or incense may be burned oc- 
casionally for additional purification. 

The temperature of a sick room must be 
kept even. A thermometer, hung atthe head 
of the bed and out of sight of the patient, 
should constantly register 68°, or thereabouts 
(in winter: time). 

The nurse is a paragon in her quiet move- 
ments and tactful notice of her patient's 
needs without asking questions. She sees for 
herself that the pillows need shaking. She 
knows when the hot water bag should be 
applied to cold feet without troubling their 
tired owner about the matter, and she must 
be able, moreover, to administer medicines 
and nourishment at appointed times and com- 
fortably to him. She sees that whispering is 
not carried on to the annoyance of her pa- 
tient. She seldom asks him how he is feel- 
ing, trying to keep his thoughts from himself. 

Where necessary, she keepe a written rec- 

ord of temperature, amount of nourishment 
and sleep taken, etc., which report is quietly 
submitted to the physician in charge upon his 
recurring visite. 
, To a nervous patient smal! things are an- 
noying. A wise nurse does not allow wrinkles 
to form in the bedding. When she makes the 
bed she arranges part ata time. The soiled 
lower sheet is first unpinned from the vacant 
side and is pushed as far toward the center of 
the couch as possible. A clean and thorough- 
ly heated one replaces it, being fastened to 
the lower edge of the mattress and smoothed 
also toward the center of the bed. The un- 
| used pillow now receives its fresh warm cov- 
ering, and the patient is gently moved to the 
place prepared for his reception, while from 
the now vacant part the soiled sheet may 
easily be drawmand the new one be stretched 
and fastened. 

During the operation the warm upper 'cov- 
ering has been undisturbed, being simply 
loosened at the foot, and now from beneath 
this the upper sheet may be drawn and be 
replaced by another without once removirg

The output 
for the same week in 1903 was 350,480 bris. 
Last week was a dull one with Minneapolis 
mills, The sales of flour were a great deal 
less than the output, and those made were 
practically all to domestic trade. Export 
business was hardly thought of. Kansas re- 
ports good rains over a greater part of the 
wheat belt, an appreciable bemefit to the 
growing crop. In Michigan and the Ohio 
valley there hag been too much rain and 
suow, and that the resultant floods have done 
a good deal of harm to the new wheat can 
scarcely be questioned, though the extent of 
it is problematical at the present time.” 


As to the‘wheat crop conditions in Indiana 
a Modern Miller correspondent says: ‘‘ There 
is still talk of dead wheat and plowing up 
the fields. One farmer says that it is the 
first time in his experience that his wheat 
did not show up green after the snow that had 
protected it all winter disappeared. He is 
ready to plow his wheat up.

Future Market Uncertain. 


Advices from a féw Chicagoans in Wall 
street, whose connections are extremely 
good, indicate that the general banking 
interests in the street were not consulted in 
the present movement. It simply began by 
persons who, for reasons of their own, want- 
ed certain securities, and were not looking 
for assistance in biddirg them up. The con- 
tinuance of the bull market is, therefore, a 
matter of conjecture. One important inter- 
est telegraphed its uncertainty as to the im- 
mediate future course of prices, and felt 
that a dull market might now be expected. 

So far as Chicago commission houses are 
concerned, their buying on Wednesday and 
yesterday indicated some return of the pub- 
lic, though such buying was of a tentative 
and uncertain character. Whatever of posi- 
tive purchases there were resulted from the 
vigorous buying of shorts. This over, there 
was found to be “ nibbling ’’ by smal) bulls 
who had stood off and watched the rise. 

The business for two days encouraged 
some of the commission houses to believe 
there might be, for some little time, a broader 
market, probably of the scalping variety. 
In other quarters the belief was less san- 
guine. Summed up as a whole, Chicago must 
be characterized as uncertain. Its trading 
in the market has been wholly incommen- 
surate with the total volume of transac- 
tions. In no instance, it may be added, 
have New York correspondents of local com- 
mission houses given their western connec- 
tions any information or advice worth men- 
tioning. 


Canadian Banks in February. 

Canadian bank returns for February show 
an increase in current loans in Canada, the 
expansion for the month amounrtiug to over 
$4,870,000. They now stand at $889,627,68¢, 
as compared with $331,646,200 a year ago. 
Current loans out of Canada have fallen 
during the year from $32,118,408 to $17,995,- 
796. Call loans in Canada decreased during 
the year by $2,500,000, and call loans out 
of Canada fell by $4,200,000. Aggregate cap-

General Financial News. 

The plant of the Eastern Tube company 
at Zanesville, O., has been sold to Edward 
Nugent of New York for $170,000. The plant 
was built three years ago at a cost of $600,- 
000, and after running two years went into 
the hands of receivers. Nugent represents 
the Ohio Tube company, organized in New 
Jersey a few weeks ago. 

It is announced the Pennsylvania railroad 
has placed a contract for 50,000 tons of rails 
and bars. It is reported the order has been 
divided among the following mills: Penn- 
sylvania Steel company, Cambria Steel com- 
pany, Lackawanna Steel company, and the 
Carnegie Steel company.

Old Board of Directors Re-elected at An- 
nual Meeting in Jersey City—State- 
ment Is Not Given Out. 


New York, March 24.—[Special.]—The an-

BRIBE SEEKER !S IN CONTEMPT. 


Springfield Appellate Court, in Decis- 
ion on O’Neill Case, Holds Pro- 
ceedings Not Criminal. 


Springfield, March 24.—[Special.]—In 
the appealed case of William.O’Neill of 
Bloomington, the Appellate court decided 
today that a juror who solicits a bribe is in 
contempt of court and can be punished both 
for that and for the crime. It also holds 
that contempt proceeding under this head 
is not criminal, that the defendant cannot 
avoid answering interrogatories, and that 
he has only such rights as were given him 
under the common law. O’Nefll was ac- 
cused of soliciting a Bribe in the trial of a 
case in Bloomington and was sentenced to 
jail for contempt of court. He appealed on 
the ground that the court had no jurisdic- 
tion because the offense charged was a 
crime, punishable under statute.

ASK FEDERAL COURT TO STOP 
‘ CHICAGO’S TICKET SCALPERS. 


Railroad Officials and National] Associa- 
tion of Merchants and Travelers Com- 
bine to Prevent Trade in Mileage. 


Commissioner Donald has been authorized 
by the Central Passenger association and’ 
the National Association of Merchants and 
Travelers to make application to the federal 
courts for injunctions against all the ticket 
scalpers in Chicago to restrain them from 
dealing In any kind of non-transferable 
tickets, practically forcing their removal. 

Mr. Donald will make the application as 
soon as his attorneys have prepared the 
necessary documents. Passenger men have 
no doubt the courts here will follow the 
precedent set by Judge Thayer at St. Louis 
and grant the injunction. 


Injunction the Best Weapon. 

The railroads feel that federal injunctions 
against the scalpers are far more effective 
than anti-scalping laws passed by either 
state or national legislation. The Illinois 
legislature several years ago passed a 
stringent anti-scalping law, but the brokers 
had it declared unconstitutional, and ‘it is 
felt they would find means to nullify a na- 
tional law. They cannot evade an injunction 
issued by a federal judge, as any violation 
will constitute contempt of court. 

In anticipation of securing the injunction 
the Central Passenger association at a meet- 
ing in Chicago yesterday decided to defer 
action untfl April on the question of grant- 
ing stopover privileges at Chicago on 8t. 
Louis world’s fair tickets. 


Stopovers Bring Business. 

This agreement by all the eastern lines was 
reached after Commissioner Donald had an- 
that the mercantile and manufac- 
turing interests of Chicago had assured him 
that they would codperate with the railroads 
in efforts to secure injunctions against scaip- 


ers.

DEFENDS INSURANCE CHARGES. 


Former Auditor Merriam to Appear Be- 
fore Iowa Legislative Com- 
mittee Today. 


Des Moines, Ia., March 24.—[Special.]— 
Former State Auditor Merriam arrived in 
the city today to appear before the legisla- 
tive committee in answer to charges made 
by Gov. Cummins relative to examination of 
insurance companies during his term of office. 
Chairman Haywood of the joint committee 
on retrenchment and reform will give Mr. 
Merriam an opportunity to be heard tomor- 


row. 

In an interview tonight Mr. Merriam said 
he was here to answer any questions as far 
as he could, and defend his administration 
against charges that may be brought against 
it. He said hehad not seen the charges ex- 
cept what were contained in Gov. Cummins’ 
biennial message, but would ask to see 
affidavits from insurance companies, and he 
expected to be able to answer satisfactorily 
all charges. 


Defends Mileage 

When asked about the alleged per diem 
overcharges by Insurance Examiner Beeler, 
he said: 

“Mr. Beeler’s charges for examining insur- 
ance companies were made in accordance 
with the Iowa reeiprocal law, which provides 
that when any state puts burdens upon Iowa 
companies seeking to do business in that 
state the same charges be made against com- 
panies from that state seeking to do business 
in Iowa.” 

Mr. Merriam was asked if tn case an exam- 
iner went to another state to examine compa- 
nies he charged mileage both ways to each 
company examined, although the second 
might be examined in the same city. He 
said: 

“That was done; but any law officer 
charges mileage on every paper he serves, no 
matter how many he serves on onetrip. If 
it is lawful for officers to do that, I believe it 
is lawful in the case of the examination of 
insurance companies. I believe this is allow- 
able and I shall defend it.’’ 


Reports on File Will Show. 

As to the further charge that these exam- 
inations were of no other value Mr. Merriam 
said: 

There are reports on file fn the 
office of every examination which was made, 
and these will show for themselves.” 

He said he had nothing to say ae to the 
specific charges, for he had not seen them, 
but would meet them.
